Lord.”

The results, up to the time of 
this writing, show that many of 
our people have been energetic 
and industrious in this great 
drive and at the same time they 
are full of deep spirituality.

And 
this flow and tide has not been 
inspired by any selfish interest 
or motive, it is for the great 
‘hurch of God and the people al!

it the more interesting. Men, 
women, and children have rush- 
ed into the ranks and fought 
faithfully to make the drive a 
glorious success,but 9:30 Christ- 
mas morning found us with the 
office work incomplete, and of 
course the Offerings were not all 
in. 


For some time the adding ma- 
chine was heard with its click, 
click, click, as it ran over the 
Icng list of names and figures. 
At last it reached the end and 
when.the sound of the last click 
died away and the total was 
made, the register showed $2, 
222.23. But wait a minute, there 
is another count to make. This 
time it is not a count of money 
or figures, but it is letters. The 
count shows 153 letters unopen- 
ed at 9:30 Christmas morning 
when the other figures were 
noted. 


We do not know what these 
letters contain, but we are very 
sure many of them contain or- 
ders, and checks, and bills to 
help put this drive over the top. 
And no doubt there will be an- 
other flow of letters on the next 
nail, and the next, and the next, 
as at this special season of the 
year the mails are more or less 
conjested and delayed. We will 
not be able to give an accurate 
report for several days, but we 
feel assured that the victory will 
be reached very soon, and is, 
»ven now, almost in sight. 


Up to 9:30 only 126 churches 
have reported. This leaves 304 
yet to hear from. But we are 
very sure that these 153 letters 
yet unopened contain reports 
from quite a number of them. 
Taking everything into consider- 
ation I think we are doing very 
well. And surely all will rejoice 
in the expression , going on over 
‘he top.
